No Nifcus Fee Raise 



SEC Again Disapproves Increase 
For Student Federation

By a vote of 8 to 3, the SEC last night rcaffh-med their 
previous decision disapprovingly rise in fees paid to the 
National Federation of Canadian^ University Students. 

This is one of the major issues tliat is expected to come 
up at the forthcoming National Conference, to be held here 
from Oct. 12 to 17. NFCUS'^ïees, now standing at twenty 
cents per student; would be raised to one dollar if the Con- 
ference were to approve the proposal. 

Those of the Council who voted against the raise, felt 
that it would not be wise to gamble on the NFCUS claim 
tliat important accomplishments would be made if they 
were to receive more money. Raising the fees was described 
by one member as: "Betting on' a losing horse." 

Minority Views 

On the other hand, It was felt 
by the minority, that passage ot 
this motion, reattirming opposite 
ion to this increase would be 
oauivalent to (ailins to support 
NFCUS. One of them stated his 
opinion that If we wore not roIub 
to support NFCUS, wo might Just 
as well not be In It at nil. 

Brian Goodwin, President of 
the McGill NFCUS Committee ad- 
dressed the Council at their Inst 
meeting, outlining his viewn on 
advantages ot the Increase. With 
more money, he pointed out, 
NFCUS would be able ^o increase 
its permanent secretariat and 
send representatives to more In- 
ternational student meetings. Also 



the appointment ot a salaried nat- 
ional president who would take a 
year oft from tho University for 
the job, If approved by the Con- 
ference, could be financed from 
tho added funds. 

Several of the Council members 
who voted against the rise, did so 
on the grounds that the proposed 
fee of one dollar per student was. 
In their opinion, excessive. They 
would, they said, bo more likely 
to favour an Increase to only fifty 
conts.

The students Uking 
part In the program will receive 
tho benefit of constructive critic- 
Ism from qualified Judges' as well 
as the actual experience in de- 
bating. 

The Society requires studenlf! 
to work as chairmen of various 
events during the year aud on 
the committees' comprising tho 
Society. If any student Is interest- 
ed in participating In the orpau- 
izatlonal or executive pljnac of 
tho Society they need only con- 
tact any member of the Executive. 

To stimulate Interest many 
shields and cups will be awarded 
this year. The j^Bovey^ Shield will 
be given to the outstanding novice 
speaker and tho Paplnenu cup 
will go to the best pu'bllc speaker 
nt tho University.. At the Winter 
Carnival Conference, when McGill 
playg host to teams from all parts 
of Canada and the United States, 
the Buknrl Cup will be contested 
for.

McGIII was deprived of $61S,0(I0 
by the provincial government's 
refusal to comply with Ottawa's 
policy of Federal Grant.s, reported 
Dr. Cyril James In his address last 
night to the Fourteenth Annùal 
.Meeting of tho .McGIII Associates. 
In spite of the most rigid econom- 
ics McQlll ended last year with 
a deficit of $438,000 which less 
promises to be repeated If not 
Increased In the 1953-54 session. 

McGUl Is In a critical financial 
position. The salaries of tho teach- 
ing staff have not risen compar- 
ably to salaries in other occupa- 
tions, the sizo of the staff has 
not Increased proportionately to 
student enrollment, teacher stud- 
ent contacts have been acrloualy 
diminished and the quality of the 
education which .McGIII provides 
now for Its students Is substant- 
ially below that which was offer- 
ed In 1037.

A short history of the Medical 
Foculty of .McGIII was given by 
Dr. Wilder Penfleld, director of 
the Neurological Institute, Intern- 
ationally famous neurosurgeon re- 
cently awarded the'Order of .Merit 
by Her .Majesty the Queen. He 
emphasized the departments of 
neurology and Neurosurgery say- 
ing that future advance In med- 
icine depends upon the study of 
the brain.

QUARTER MILLION BOOKS REMAIN 
TO BE MOVED IN NEW LIBRARY

One of the biggest headaches 
thai could be wished on a library 
stiift Is now occupying the 
thoughts of the librarians at the 
Redpath Library. Most of the 
students who are using the brand 
now facilities In tho Tyndalo Hall 
Extension of the Redpath Library 
proliably hayen't given a thought 
to the question of how some fifty 
thousand books that are on hand 
for their edification in the new 
reading rooms got there. 

Actually ilio explanation Is 
(lullo .simple.' Tliey wore moved 
llicro by linnd. All fifty thousand 
of them plus about two hundred 
thousand more that have been 
ahlfted to the new stacks were 
moved by working gangs through- 
out the summer and (ho work Is 
sllll KoIng on. .Miss Beatrice Si- 
mon, Assistant. University Librar- 
ian, stated today In an Interview 
with the McGIII Dally that only 
one-half of the Job of moving 
some halt a million books that 
make up the University Library 
has been completed. There aro 
still nearly two hundred thousand 
volumes remaining to be moved. 

The enormity of the task con- 
fronting the library can be realiz- 
ed when It is pointed out that 
the normal procedure for moving 
boohs in the 'library consists of 
placing some forty books on a 
wooden truck and then wheeling 
It to Its destination, which is 
usually on another floor. That 
means waiting for the elevator to 
carry the trucks up or down. Tho 
books then have to be rGshclve<l 
In their correct order and the 
empty truck wheeled back for 
another load. Since the average 
time between leadings of a truck 
Is around forty minutes and since 
there aro only some fifteen trucks 
in constant use it can bo seen 
that, with the usual delays norm- 
al to any such complex operation, 
only five or six tliousand books 
can be moved per working day. 
And tho number is often much 
less. 

The supervision of tho move 
prcsonted another problem, i'or It 
mont that In addition to carrying 



on the regular library routine per- 
sonnel had to shoulder the extra 
load of supervising the untrained 
labor crews in their work. The 
books had to be taken In sequence 
from their old shelves and replac- 
ed In the same sequence 'in their 
new shelves. This necessitated 
strict Hupervlslon of the moving 
crews to make certain that tho 
right books were sent at the right 
time lo the right place. 

Tlie work crews were composed 
mainly of students from all fac- 
ulties including the Graduate 
School who were working for the 
summer. Now that classes have 
resumed the labor problem will 
become more difficult as it will bo 
hard lo obtain full ilmo labor 
crcwB wltli a a consequent loss' 
of efficiency and lime that will 
come with part time worker.i. 

Tho actual mechanics of the 
move can be divided Into five 



steps. The first which was started 
In June consisted of the setting 
up ot the collection in the upper 
and lower undergraduate reading 
rooms. This collection consists of 
fifty thousand volumes selecteJ 
'from tile main collection. It Is 
thia reference collection that is 
one of the big features of the new 
library for It puts within the 
reach of the average undergrad- 
uate all the reference texts he la 
likely to need during the course 
of the year. 

The second step consisted of 
moving other subject materials 
from their old stacks lo the new 
ones. History, Political Science 
and Mathematics were moved to 
the upper floor of the new slacks 
white Psychology, Philosophy, 

Geography, Economics, Sociology 
language and Literature were sift- 
ed to the lower stacks. This move 
has nearly, been completed and

should be finished at an early 
date. 

During the months of August 
and September the Blacker-Wooil 
Collection (Zoology and Ornithol- 
ogy) was moved to a new location 
In the old stacks. This Involved 
Integrating the various parts of 
the collection which were shelved 
In four different locations Into 
their proper sequence. This was a 
most difficult opcratlon^and .MIhs 
.Margaret HibbanI, Librarian of 
tlie collection, was assisted by the 
.Misses Helen Faulkner, Head of 
the Cataloguing Department and 
Elizabeth Bennel, also of that de- 
partment. In sorting out the var- 
ious hooks and supervising the 
moving crews. 

Tlio fourth stop, whlcli Is about 
to he commenced, will consist of 
relocating the remaining iwo 
liundrcd thousand volumes In ncv.- 
poaltions. Such Items as general 
periodicals and newspaper files 
will be moved from the sub base- 
ment to new quarters on the third 
floor where they will offer much 
easier access to the researcher." 
Tho fifth stop will consist of re- 
calling certain volumes from their 
locations In University Buildings 
on and off the campus where they 
have been stored. This will not 
be undertaken for quite some time 
and completed plans for this move 
have not yet been drawn up. 

Ono final Job to be done la tlie 
removal of the various special 
collections such as the Blackadcr 
Architecture Collection to the 
special' rooms prepared for them 
aa soon as these rooms have been 
completed. 

U 1.) estimated tliat work of 
moving will go on for some 
months yet and as tho builders 
aro still active In some parts of 
the new wing some discomfort 
Is unavoidable due to the noise 
made by tlio workmen. However 
as soon as tlic workers move out, 
tlie normal library calm will pre- 
vail and the students will be able 
to work undisturbed - by the re- 
mainder of tho move which will 
bo mostly carried on In the old 
building and tho stacks. 



When asked to comment on his 
tour Mr. Altken talked of tho way 
lu wlilch Asian universities aro 
facing almost Insurmountable 
probieniR. "Tlie university at 
D^kjakarta In Indonesia came 
Into being despite the complete 
lack of buildings and to this day 
Is occommodated In pagodas of 
the Sultan's Palace. The Univer- 
sity College at Mandulay lost all 
Its equipment during the war and 
Its re-openIng was a scene of pro- 
fessors "putting black paint on 
I bare boards in the class rooms." 
Mr. Altken also stressed that the 
problems are not only those of 
material shortaKo.f. ".Many col- j 
leges lu India are obliged to uc- ' 
cept students ut 14 and 15 ycar.s 
of age because ot the inadequacy 
ot facilities for secondary educat- 
ion; other universities, because rf : 
iho disruption of war and the [ 
coming o( national independence, I 
have many students in their late 

twenties and tiilrtles." I

Since 
the fall of 1950, thefopemng of tlie new 
Bchool term has been marked by an ill- 
directed attempt to stick a label on our 
generation. First it was Time magazine, 
who stuck cotton in their ears, and called 
us The Silent Generation ; llion it was the 
New York Times, who with trembling in- 
dignation called us The Beat Generation; 
and finally William Styron, llie novelist, 
■who, writing from Paris »with breathless 
anticipation, stuck us with the label of 
The Waiting Generation. This year's epi- 
thet is bound to appear soon. 

To all these people, however, we are a 
generation afraid to speak out, Silent with 
our own sense of inferiority. Beaten by 
the muddle created by our parents (pro- 
ducts, of course, of The Lost Generation), 
and just Waiting for the never-to-arrivc 

proper time to speak out. 

• But who are the people^f^.Tlus Libel- 
led Generation? Can we call the young 
• graduatelof|thc University of Saskatche- 
wan, who recently campaigned his way to 
a seat in the federal Parliament in Otta- 
wa, silent? Or are the students of India, 
building their universities out of the mea- 
gre materials at hand, beaten? Or can 
we say that the fine group of actors, who 
made the Shakespeare festival at Strat- 
ford Ohtario such a thrilljng experience, 
are waiting for the never-never day? 

Ours is a complex generation, made 
up of a kaleidescope of people and types, 
ambitions and tastes. We can never even 



attempt to apply the same label on the 
young sidvertising executive making his 
way on Peel Street, and the young miner 
on the picket lines, fighting for his union 
in Timmins; the student wandering 
among the riches of the-libTariesr and 
the soldier on his way home from Korea, 
older and wiser. . 

Just as there are many aspects to the 
society and times in which we live, the 
men and Avomen of our generation have 
risen to fill the needs and desires. No 
label will stick on us. 

But one thing is clear and basic: in 
this multi-aspected world, there are many 
problems which are common to all of us 
— even though they affect us in different 
ways. Tlie question of Canada's latest 
fetish for Commission-Culture, the sug- 
gestion of Omar Bradley to unify Cana- 
dian and American anned forces, the evils 
of racial and religious discrimination, the 
muddling and incompetence of the. U.Sv 
State Department, and many other such 
matters must strike all of us. 

•As students, as one segment of This 
Unclassiflable Generation,--we have an 
obligation to discuss these questions — 
to think about tliem, to argue, to do re- 
search, and when the smoke has cleared, 
to make our voices heard. It is for this 
■ reason, then, that we are writing this 
column once a week — to present the 
Issues as we sec them, and to try to stim- 
ulate further thought on the matter. We 
admit wg are opinionated, and perhaps 
even bigotted. To those of you whose in- 
dignation forces you to take pen in hand 
to retort, we extend a welcome. The Daily 
can lose nothing by controversy.. .

Utrcrs to the Editor 



Dear Sir, 

The Daily of Wednesday (September 
^ 80), carried up a GUP news report under 
the headline: SCM URGES lUS CON- 
TACT. There are a number of inaccur- 
acies in this news report which ought 
to be set right for they misrepresent the 
true position of the Student Christian 
Movement. 

This misrepresentation centres in the 
news story's claim that "the decision of 
the SCM National Conference resulted 
from the report sent by three SCM ob- 
servers at an lUS conference this year." 
The names given are Sheila McDonough, 
Bill Willmott and Charles Tayloj-. This 
claim is not true. What hap|)oned is that 
the news report has slurred together two. 
separate meetings. 

The first of these was the lUS Unity 
Meeting and lUS Council Meeting held in 
Bucharest in September, 1952. Sheila Mc^ 
Donough and Cliuck Taylor (both from 
McGill) attended this meeting as official 
observers of Canadian SCiM. They drew 
up, jointly, a report which presents tlieir 
personal evaluation of the proceedings, 
which was submitted to the Canadian 
SCM. This report, which was quoted in 
the Daily story, does not embody the 
official position of the Canadian SCM. 
. The second meeting which has been 
fused with the 1952 Bucharest meeting 
was this year's lUS Congi-ess, which was 
held in August 1953 in Warsaw (and not 
Bucharest as stated in the CUP news re- 
port). At this meeting. Bill. Willmott 
(McGill) and Barbara Grant (Toronto) 
were present as SCM observers. Taylor 
was the NFCUS observer. Miss McDon- 
ough was not there. 

As yet there has been no written re- 
port on the lUS Congress of 1953 sub- 
mitted by the SCM observers. However, 
at the SCM National Council held in Lon- 
don this fall, Willmott presented a verbal

report, and it is as a result of this report 
that the SCM conducted its..ponsiderations 
of the relation of Canadian university ' 
students to lUS. 



Accordingly, witli^the above as back- 
ground, it can be seen that the news re- 
port has erred in the following respects: 

1. The claim that the SCiM National 
Council decision resulted from the report 
of SCJr observers McDonough, Taylor and 
Willmott, is not so. It was on the basis 
of Bill Willmott's verbal report on this 
year's lUS Congress in Warsaw that the 
resolution to NFCUS was passed. This re- 
solution called for a letter to lîe sent from 
SCM National 'Council to the NFCUS 
Council urging the latter to begin negotia- 
tions leading to associate membership in 
'the lUS. 

2. "rhe quotations in the news report 
are not from Bill Willmott's report but 
are lifted from tiie te.xt of the Taylor-Mc- 
Donough report on the previous year's 
council in Bucharest. It is misleading to 
drag in these quotations in a manner 
which conveys the sense that these arc 
•extracts from the report on the 1953 lUS 
Congress. Moreover, these quotations and 
allusions are lifted from their context and 
the meaning intended by the authors of 
the report is distorted. 

3. The unfortunate omission of the 
preposition "to" in the Daily's story re- 
versed the meaning of the report. The 
recommendation was that the SCM work 
individually and as gi-oups to witness to 
the Communists in the most effective way 
possible. It is only by the recognitioh of 
Christian demands and the whole-hearted 
assumption of responsibilities stemming 
from these that the Christian student 
can adequately present the claims of a 
Christian ^society and hope to effect any 
tiltimate conversion in a Communist one.

In the opening parade, 
there were delegations from more 
than one hundred countries, some 
large —- France, sent 3,000, Fin- 
land 2,800, Britain 1,300 — - and 
some, such as Dahomey, Slam and 
the U.S., very small. The major- 
ity, perhaps, were Communists, 
certainly sympathisers. That first 
Sunday, the climax came for these 
when the first rank of the Kor-. 
ean delegation, uniformed and 
bemedalled, reached the review- 
ing stand, and was chaired and 
garlanded as at a triumph. But 
there were thousands who went to 
Bucharest who were not Com- 
munists, and many, especially 
among tho athletes, who were 
there solely for tho elaborate pro- 
gramme ot sport and cultural 
events. 

FESTIVAL ORGANIZATION' 
The Festival was organised on 
so vast a scale that It was clearly 
Intended to play a key role In 
tho peace campaign and, I also 
believe In the new Internal pol- 
icies which are now being adopt- 
ed in Eastern Europe. Tho out- 
side world was to be shown that 
the Communists really waiited to 
be friends: the insiders were to 
be shown that their regimes had 
well-wishers abroad. So tho dele- 
gates were fetched, literally, 
from the ends of the earth. They 
were housed in schools, clubs and 
government buildings. They were 
carried about in a fleet ot buses 
and lorries, and provided with 
Interpreters moblltseed from oil 
oyer Eastern Europe. No effort 
was spared to make tho hospital- 
ity impressive. In less than four 
months after the decision was 
taken to held the conference In 
Bucharest, the Rumanians had to 
contruct a huge stadium, new 
parks, open-air theatres, cinemas 
and sports grounds — projects far 
larger than Battersea and tho 
South Bsrk combined — In a city 
a little larger than Birmingham. 
The money and effort spent on 
all this is a measure ot the re- 
turns expected. ' 

Yet the Festival was by no 
means a succession of mass meet- 
ings and parades. Once in Bu- 
charest, the delegates — and the 
foreign press — were free to 
cl-oose what they liked from a 
programme that bewildered them 
by Us size and variety. Each oven-

Such fraternisation was ono of 
tho purposes of the Keallval, serv- 
ing Its ends far better than any 
propaganda, aand it was encour- 
aged by daily meetings between 
groups of delegates — the Iraqis 
and N'ew Zcalanders, Burmese and 
Finns, Swiss and Viet-Nanieso — 
which satisfied every possible per- 
mutation of interest or curiosity. 
Yet, especially for the non-Com- 
munists, it was the Russians, Hun- 
garians, Poles and others with 
whom such free-and-easy con- 
tacts luuo been virtually Imposs- 
ible in recent years — that were 
most revealing. It was a refresh- 
ing change to asic and he asked 
questions freely, and to get, not 
prepared, and .formal answers, but 
facts and frank opinions. In this 
way, tho P'estlval differed greatly 
from visits by small and selected 
delegations, which can bo guided , 
and told what it is thought best 
they should bo told.
